description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file j.mendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international publication.

Where not to file the amendments 7 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demanid for international preliminary examination has been/is filed, see below. 

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, j.Jding one or more new claims or by amending the text of 
one or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed.
